e North Airways Safety Plan 
Ended by Minister’s Order 


Airway eontrol system using the 
Edmonton-Alaska telephone line 
ended at midnight Thursday but 
“no visible effects’ were 
on scheduled flying from municipal 
airport Friday, Commercial and ser- 
vice flights continued into the 
north but they were made without 
the overall safety check which the 
federal government control service 
had provided for many months. 

Subject of controversy between 
city flying interests and Ottawa for 
the past week, airway traffic control 
was halted on federal government 
orders, 

“Scheduled flying is continuing 
Friday and no visible effects of 
the order can be pointed out,” one 
aviation official said. “But weather 
is deteriorating and the best safety 
measure which embraced all north- 
ern flying no longer is available.

CALGARY, (CP)—A_ resolution 
urging the federal government either 
to pay a subsidy on imported bees 
or raise the ceiling price on honey 
Was passed unanimously Thursday 
at the closing session of the con- 
vention of the Alberta Beekeepers’ 
association, 


with which at least 80 percent of 
Alberta beekeepers stock their hives 
| each year, had risen 30 percent 
in 1946, officials stated. Unless 
the requested subsidy was paid or 
the ceiling price on honey raised, 
beeekeepers would have to operate 
at a loss or go out of businss.

(AP) — The Nobel peace 
prize committee announced Thurs- | 
day night that the prize for 1946} 
will be divided between Emily Greene | 
| Balch, Boston, and John R. Mott, 
a resident of Orlando, Fla., and New 
| York. ; 

| The prize amounts to $34,000. 

Miss Balch, an economist who 
lives at Wellesley, Mass., long has} 
been prominent in international 
| movements. In 1915 she was a dele- 
|gate to the International Congress 
‘of Women at The Hague, and later 
|became honorary international 
president of the Women's Inter- 
netional League for Peace and 
Freedom, 

Dr. Mott is a leader in the inter- 
national Y.M.C.A. During the First 
Great War he was general secre- 
tary of the national war work 
| council of the Y.M.C.A. He is the 


author of many books on religious 
| subjects. 

Dr. Mott made several world tours 
in the interests of “the world mis-/ 
sion of Christianity,” from 1900 

| to 1941. 
| The Swedish Academy of Science 


named Dr. Percy Williams Bridgman 
of Harvard university as the winner 
of the physics award for his inven- 
jtion of apparatus producing ex- 
treme high pressures and for studies 
“within the sphere of high pressure 
physics.”

4 Western Provinces Agree 


To Fight Freight Rate Rise’ 


The four western provinces will 
present a united front in fighting 
the application of the railways for 
a 30 percent increase in freight 
rates, it was annéunced Thursday 
afternoon at the conclusion of a 
parley of representatives of the 
provinces. 

The delegates started delibera- | 
tions Wednesday and the con- 
ference ended at 1:30 p.m, Thurs- 
day. Three hours later an official 
one-paragraph statement was is- 
sued, 

Individual delegates declined to 
comment on the conference, stat- 
ing the representatives had agreed 
not to discuss the conference be- 


announcement. 


To Examine Material 

The statement said a committee 
would examine and assemble 
material needed for any further 
action to be taken by the provinces 
jointly. It did not state whether 
this “contemplated” action would 
take the form of a brief to the 
federal governmeht or representa- 
tions before the federal board of 
transport commissioners when the 
application of the railways for an 
increase is dealt with, 

Here is the statement: 

“The deliberations evinced a de- 


sire on the part of the conferees 
to present a united front in the 
matter of tha application of the 
railways for a 30 percent increase 
in freight rates. It was manifest 
the preparation and presentation 
of any case would necessftate ex- 
tensive further surveys and the 
assembling and examination of a!

Government House Is Mined 


JERUSALEM, (CP)—Jewish ter-* 
rorists, striking a fresh blow in 
their war of nerves against the 


Palestine government, Friday tele- | 
phoned a warning to the news-| 
paper Palestine Post declaring that 
“we have mined Government House 
(the residence of Lt.-Gen, Sir Alan 
G. Cunningham, British high com- 


missioner), the Palestine Broad- 
casting Service building and the 


offices of the district commissioner.” 


Another telephone warning said 
the St. George’s cathedral here 
also had been mined. |

They 
warned that passenger and freight | 
trains as well as troop trains 
might be blown up by mines,

LIVERPOOL, (Reuters)—Security | 
measures against threatened Jew-| 
ish terrorism were taken Thursday 
when the liner Ascania, carrying | 
more than 1,000 Jews from the 
Middle East, docked here.

Two Japs Jailed 
For War Crimes. 


OTTAWA, (CP) — Defence head- | 
quarters announced Friday that two 
Japanese soldiers—Capt, Takio Kan- 
eko and Sgt. Toshiharu Uchida- 
have been convicted of war crimes 
against Canadian prisoners and 
have been sentenced to prison, 

Kaneko was sentenced to 28 years 
and Uchida to 15 years. They were 
charged with numerous beatings 
and collective punishments to Can- 
adian and other prisoners of war 

The statement said news of their 
convictions was received in a cable 
from the Canadian war crimes in- 
vestigation detachment now opera- 
ting in Japan,

years the city will receive $400 for 
each lot concerned in such sale; if 
sold within the second five years 
the city will receive $200 per lot; 
and if they are sold within the last 
five years of the agreement the 
city will not receive renumeration. 
Terms of Agreement 

In the previous agreement the 
city was to receive $400 for each 
lot if sold within the first seven 
years, and $200 for each lot sold 
within the last eight years. 

The new agreement also contains 
an “escalator” clause which pro- 
vides that for every $200 of increase 
in the average cost above the esti- 
mated $4,000, the period of the 
agreement shall be extended one

in the estimate the period of agree- 
ment will be decreased by one year. 
Mr. Hoose said the reason this 
clause was inserted in the 
ment was that the option given to 
municipalities to purchase the 
houses at the end of the agreement 
for $1,000 is based on the assump- 
tion that the average cost will be 
$4,000 and that for each $200 of in- 
crease above the estimated cost 
it will require another year of re- 
venue to offset such increased cost. 

Option To Buy 

The same applies in 
the case of the decrease in cost, ac- 
cording to Mr, Hoose. 

He also stated that in granting 
the municipalities the option to 
purchase the houses at $1,000 each 
the corporation will, if the muni- 
cipalities accept such option, lose 
approximately $3,000 per house, 
taking into account the estimated 
revenues to be received at the 
rental rates to be charged and that 
such calculation does not allow 
for any loss in revenue through 
vacancies, nor include administra- 
tion or maintenance charges, nor 
for the cost of landscaping 
area.

10 Traffic Mishaps Reported ; 
As Winter Arrives in City 


On the fourth anniversary of the * 


greatest snow storm ever to strike 
the city, Edmontonians Friday expe- 
rienced their first taste of winter 
for the 1946-47 season. The tem- 


perature dropped to 13 above over- | 


night and two inches of 
blanketed the city Worse is still 
to come as ithe weather bureau pre- 
dicted the Edmonton temperature 
would drop to five below overnight 
Friday. 

On Nov. 15, 1942, 19's inches 
of snow fell in Edmonton and 
district in slightly more than 24 
hours. It tesulted in three 
deaths, attributed to car acci- 
dents and over-exertion due to 
persons trying to walk through 
heavy snow drifts. The city’s 
transportation facilities were 
tied up for many hours and 
thousands of persons were un- 
able to make their way to work 
through the drifts. 

The snowfall Thursday night and 
early Priday resulted in 10 traffic 
accidents, none serious, and in only 
minor traffic tieups, due to icing

The Edmonton Arena, operated by the 
Edmonton Exhibition Association, is the 
Bubject of a good many complaints from 
those who entertain the naive view that 
tleanliness is next to godliness. 

Certainly these complaints are Justi- 
fled. The Arena is one of the dirtiest and un- 
tidiest sports auditoriums on the North 
‘American continent. Even before games 
Start, dust and refuse lie thickly on the 
floors and runways. The seats are so filthy 
that clothing is sometimes ruined. 

But it is from a health standpoint that 
the situation is most serious. When 6,000 
people crowd into the structure for a hockey 
game and clap and stamp their feet in the 
traditional gestures of applause, clouds of 
germ-laden dust arise from underfoot. 

It is not difficult to imagine the effects 
of this on the pulmonary system, particul- 
arly when the cold air from the ice has ren- 
dered the air passages unusually sensitive. 

There is no reason at all why the Arena 
could not be kept scrupulously clean. The 
hockey games are well patronized and surely 
provide an ample revenue for complete and 
careful janitor service.

Advice From a Banker 


On the subject of how to take care of 
money a banker has the advantage of broad 
observation and experience denied to men 
in other callings. This is one thing he has to | 
know about, or he couldn’t stay in business | 
very long. | 

This lends interest, and value, to some | 
things which were said by Mr. B. C. Gardner, | 
President of the Canadian Bankers’ Associ- 
ation, at the annual meeting of that organiz- 
ation in Montreal. Incidental to his survey 
of the position of the banks, the speaker re- | 
ferred to the quite unusual ‘cash’ position 
of the general public and offered a few words 
of advice on how this position can be turned 
to lasting account. 

Canadians, Mr. Gardner stated, have 
nearly $6,000,000,000 of deposits in the 
banks. Of this nearly $3,500,000,000 are sav- | 
ings deposits. In addition individuals and | 
non-banking corporations hold 80 per cent of 
all the Dominion and provincial securities 
outstanding, direct and guaranteed — in- 
cluding of course the $10,000,000,000 or so | 
of Victory bonds. Of all securities, fed- | 
eral and provincial, the banks hold only about 
20 per cent. 

Obviously the 12 million or fewer people 
who comprise the population of the Domin- 
ion are ‘‘well heeled” financially. They have 
immensely more cash and cashable securities 
than they ever had before. What they had 
better do with their money, and are likely 
to do with it, Mr. Gardner discussed in this 
way:— 

“The figures I have been citing are in 
themselves indicative of greatly expanded 
purchasing power in the hands of the Canad- 
lan people. The growth of bank deposits is 
of course not the whole story in this regard, 
as in addition, the public are now holders of 
unprecedentedly large amounts of Victory 
Bonds which, by reason of their high liquid- | 
ity, might appropriately be termed ‘near 
money.’ Against a background of scarcity 
of consumer goods the expanded money sup- 
ply has had the technical earmarks of an | 
inflationary situation. Why is it that the 
textbook inflationary result has not occur- 
red? 

“You will hear it said, no doubt, that 
the system of controls has prevented it. 
Granted that inflationary pressures were re- 
sisted and held in check by the controls— 
though only in part—it seems evident that 
no system of controls could last in the 
present set of circumstances if the people 
who own the ready money and the vast 
liquid resources I have mentioned were to 
start a buying stampede. The control of the 
price level is with the population; it rests 
now upon common sense, thrift and respect 
for law. 

“The average Canadian is hard-headed 
and thrifty; wartime educative methods con- 
solidated his native tendency to save. He 
balks ut high or inflated prices; nor does he 
hunt or bid omnivorously for goods in short 
supply. When supply begins to appear he 
declines to buy if prices seem to him unreas- 
onable. Educated to value money, he has ac- 
cumulated something of a ‘stake’ and is 
pleased with it. His common sense will not 
sanction his letting it go except for tangibles 
at what he considers fair prices,” 

Canadians never got better advice than 
this as to how they can use their wholly un- 
precedented money resources to the best 
advantage, and thus consolidate their indi- | 
vidual and family fortunes.

BEFORE THE provincial legisla-| 


ture will come a report by Chief 
Justice Gordon Sloan who spent

‘domestic use and export, the 
Douglas fir which grows to a height 
of two hundred feet, clear of 
branches and knots, is easy to work 
and of remarkable strength. 

How much fir is left experts 
have been tnying for years to 
estimate.

The “testament,” alleged to be a 
copy of one of three left by Goering, 
is a fake, Allied officials say, The 
genuine notes are held in Allied 
control council archives in Berlin 
marked “top secret — duplicates 
burned.” 

Nuernberg residents have received 
their meat from butchers wrapped in 
alleged copies of one of the notes 
reading: 

“The Allies were clever, but I was 
still more clever. , The Alliés won 


the war—wWhether they will be able | 


to win the peace depends on you. 

“We found out during the Nuern- 
berg trial that terrible deeds were 
done by Germans, many things an 
honorable German would hesitate 
to sanction, . The victors have 
found sufficient proof to convince 
even me.

NEW YORK, Nov. 15—(AP)—A brand new Madison Square Gar- 
den, to be the biggest indoor sports arena in the world, complete 
with convention hall, escalators and diving pool—for swimming 
shows, not fights, of course—has been pushed along to the blueprint 
stage by the present Garden corporation. 

Outlinng the plans for the 25,000-seat, two-block structure, which 
would front on Manhattan's exact geographical centre—Columbus 
Circle—Brig.-Gen. John Reed Kilpatrick, Garden president, said 
Thursday the only matters still in the way are such small details 
as approval by the city board of estimate, the triborough bridge 
authority, the State Legislaure and sale of the proposed $20,000,000 
bond issue to pay for the job. 

IF THESE DETAILS can be straightened out by the first of the 
year, Gen, Kilpatrick said, construction of the arena and accomp- 
anying huge convention hall could be started by next June, Under 
that schedule the new arena could be completed two years after 
ground is broken in the arena north of 58th to 60th street and 
eastward one long block from Columbus Circle to Columbus ave- 
nue, The structure would be built over 59th street, with a 25-foot- 
high underpass permitting traffic along that block.

CANBERRA, (CP)— Prime Minis- 
| ter Chifley told parliament as he 
presented his budget Thursday that 
| Australia, in the 15 months since 
the end of the war, had success- 
; fully completed the first stage of | 
post-war transition. 

Mr. Chifley, who also is the com- 
monwealth’s treasurer, explained | 
| that the country’s war organization 
|had been largely dismantled and| 
520,000 men and women had been | 
released from the services. Several | 
| hundred thousand civilians formerly | 
employed in war industry had re-j 
turned to their civilian jobs and 
the country was enjoying full em- 
ployment. 

Mr. Chifley reported that during 
the last year the number of persons 
}employed in Australian factories 
risen to 170,000, which was 
| 20,000 better than the wartime peak 
| and more than 200,000 above the 
1939 level. 
| Production Rising 

The prime minister said produc- 
| tion was rising in most fields, over- 
| seas trade prospects were favorable 
}and prices had been held in check 
| while Australia’s debts abroad had 
| been reduced. He added that plans 
| called for the reduction of strength 
}of the services from 137,000 last 
June to 67,000 by next June.
